This Office Action is in response to Paper #12, filed November 13, 2002. Claims 1-85 are 
currently pending. Claims 1 -81 are withdrawn from further consideration by the Examiner 
because these Claims are drawn to non-elected inventions. Claims 82-85 are currently under 
examination. 



Withdrawal of Objections and Rejections 

The rejection of Claims 82-85 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, is withdrawn.
